BOSTON, Oct. 14°(APY—A “tity, 
weather-worn Norwegian’ vessel, 
which was seized by the United 
States Navy off Greenland, where 
naval men charged it had been 
used by a German Gestapo agent 
for setting up a secret wireless 
station, was brought into Boston 
today with its crew of about 20. 

A patrol vessel of the North At- 
lantic navy command captured the 
60-ton, ketch-rigged auxiliary ship, 
which bore the name Busko and 


its mast and painted on sides. 

Placed in charge of a prize crew 
of 10, it was convoyed to Boston 
by the former Byrd Antarctic ex- 
pedition flagship Bear, now a naval 
vessel, and the crew, reported to 
include a woman and a boy, was 
turned over to immigration au- 
thorities. 

Naval and immigration officials 
did not lift the veil of secrecy 
that has concealed the identities 
of the members of the crew, and 
the German Gestapo agent, other 
than to indicate that most of those 
captured claimed Norwegian na- 
tionality. Nor would navy men 
discuss the disposal of the radio 
equipment captured in Greenland. 

On the deck of the Busko, re- 
ported to have been a one-time 
sealer, was a portable electrical 
generator. Also, much in evidence, 
were dog sleds, several huskies, 
and a mammoth black Newfound- 
land dog. The prize crew report- 
ed the old craft was filthy inside 
and said that the voyage to Bos- 
ton, through rough weather, had 
been far from pleasant. 

Immediate inventory was begun 
while customs officials, F. B. I. 
agenta, armed sailors and marines 
took charge of the dock. 

Lieut. Commander Joseph Gain- 
ard, former captain of the Amer- 
ican freighter City of Flint, which

‘REPORTED THROWN BACK IN BATTLE 
FOR TOWN 60 MILES FROM CAPITAL 


REDS STUBBORNLY

Nazis Hurling Fresh Tanks 
and Troops Into Combat, 
Say Artillery Is Within 
Range of City’s ‘Outer 
Defense Belt.’ 


LONDON, Oct. 14 (AP).—Ger- 
Man advanced forces have raced 
past the historic battlefield of Boro- 
dino, site of the last great engage~- 
ment of Napoleon’s armies before 
they entered Moscow, and have 
pushed as far as Mozhaisk, only 60 
miles west of the Soviet capital, an 
euthoritative source said today. 
At Mozhaisk the Germans were 
thrown back, this source reported 
but added that “heavy fighting is 
continuing” in the region down the 
broad highway to Moscow from 
the west, the road Napoleon took 
in 1812. 

Borodino lies 10 miles west of 
Mozhaisk. Behind the Germans on 
this main road lie Vyazma, Smo- 
lensk and Minsk. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 14 (AP).—Great 
mechanized battles west of Mos- 
cow, with the-Germans throwing 
in fresh quantities of tanks and 
mortars in effort to drive over 
Russian barriers, were reported 
today by the army newspaper Red 
Star which said the Germans were 
thrown back 10 miles in one sector. 

While the Nazis massed fresh 
forces for an effort to enclose 
Moscow, and were admitted to have 
forced the Russians out of Vyazma, 


125 miles directly to the west, 
Soviet dispatches pictured the bat- 
tle as one of growing intensity. 
Constant &ir combats were tak- 
ing place, while troops and tanks 
clashed at many points as the Ger- 
mans shifted from side to side in 
an effort to break through.

and sat around in deckchairs for 
what we thought was only a good 
show as the second officer and 
several members of the crew low- 
ered a lifeboat and rowed over to 
the sub. 

Half-Hour Conference. 
They were there about half an 
hour, talking with the Germans on 
the conning tower while the sub 
cruised slowly around us. Then 
the officer came back and con- 
ferred with the captain, who also 
went over to the submarine. 

Later the captain told us he had 
offered to discharge his cargo or 
return to Oporto or go to Lisbon 
but the Germans were adamant. 
He returned in a few minutes 
and told us bluntly to get into the 
lifeboats, He said the ship would 
be sunk immediate!y. 

All of us were aghast but imme- 
diately rushed to our cabins for 
our most valuable papers and some 
luggage. 

When I came back on deck I 
found six or seven German sailors 
aboard, with sub-machine guns, 
hurrying us into lifeboats. 

Women, Children to U-Boat. 
As the three lifeboats rowed 
away from the ship one of them 
settled so much that two women 
and two children were taken onto 
the submarine and the other sur- 
vivors were distributed in our re- 
maining two boats alongside the 
sub. 

German sailors brought us cot- 
ton to stuff our ears and the sub- 
marine’s gun crew fired nine shots. 
Part of the boat was set afire 
but remained afloat. The subma- 
rine finally sank it with a torpedo 
which caused a tremendous explo- 
sion. 
The Germans told the Captain 
the ship was sunk because some of 
the cargo, which was mixed Por- 
tuguese and Swiss, was marked: 
“Montreal via New York.” 
About 1 o’clock the submarine 
crew passed out five bottles of cog- 
nac—we got three in our boat. 
Then the submarine took the two 
boats in tow. 

Water in Boats. 

From the moment the lifeboats 
put to sea until they arrived in 
Lisbon everybody had to bail fran- 
tically. There was always water 
in the boats. 

The submarine towed us about 
20 miles. Then, about 5 in the 
afternoon, a submarine officer told 
us to cast off, promising that our 
whereabouts would be radioed to a 
rescue ship at Lisbon. 

We cast off and began to row 
and bail—mostly bail. All the time 
the same German bomber flew over 
us. The submarine had given us 
a supply of black, mouldy bread 
and some medicines. 

Several times during the night 
we shot rockets, mistaking setting 
stars for ships’ lights. 

About an hour after sunrise we 
sighted a Portuguese sailing ship 
with an auxiliary motor. . It towed 
us to the mouth of the Tagus, 
where a Portuguese navy plane 
sighted us and sent a Coast Guard 
ship to tow us into Lisbon. We 
landed about 9 o'clock at night. 


Capt. Jose Narciso Marques, on 
his arrival in Lisbon, said the 
Germans tried to sink the Corte 
Real by opening the seacocks, but 
shelled and torpedoed it when 
that method proved too slow. 
Capt. Marques quoted the wom- 
en who were taken aboard the sub- 
marine as saying the Germans 
played with the children, one of 
whom was only a year old, and 
tried to cheer them up. 

Capt. Marques said the Germans 
later returned the women and chil- 
dren to the lifeboats, saluted and 
submerged. 

* Shipping circles also reported 
that a German submarine had at- 
tacked a British convoy in the 
same waters yesterday and had 
sunk one ship.

Vessel Limps Into Reykjavik With Hole in Its 
Side Big Enough to Drive Auto Through— . 
Crewmen Think They Sank Submarine. 


By DREW MIDDLETON 

REYKJAVIK; Iceland, Oct. 18 
(Delayed (AP).—A_ battered old 
Norwegian whaling ship engaged 
in carrying supplies to Britain has 
reached this refugé safely after 
surviving a torpedoing by a Ger- 
man submarine, which blasted. a 
hole in ita Kull and a subsequent 
gale which almost sent it to the 
bottom. | 

The only casualty aboard was a 
Negro, who suffered a broken fin- 
ger when someone slammed a door 
on his hand during the attack. 

The undersea raider was driven 
off and pérhaps sunk by the whal- 
er’s gunfire. 

How the ship managed to make’ 
this port, however, is a minor mir- 
acle, not only to members of the 
crew but to observers as well, for 
it has a hole in its starboard side 
big enough to drive an automobile 
through. 

Here is the story of the voyage:

Somewhere in the Atlantic the 
whaler, bearing a mixed crew of 
Norwegians and Britons and 160 


Negro laborers on the way from / 


Honduras to England, was sep- 
arated from its convoy by a storm, 

While it was trying to pick up 
the convoy again, it was attacked 
without warning by a submarine, 
which scored a hit with the first 
torpedo. Passengers were ordered 
to the lifeboats, but the gun crew 
stood by and finally was rewarded 
when the submarine broke water 
not far away. 

The gunners went into action, 
firing three shells—one of which 
they thought struck the conning 
tower of the raider. Whatever the 
result, the submarine disappeared 
and the crew began hasty repairs 
while the Negroes were put to 
work shifting cargo to port to keep 
the hole in the opposite side above 
water. — 

With a heavy list, the ship re- 
sumed its journey, but it was not 
long before it ran into another 
storm. Tons of water poured 


through the gaping hole in the 


hull, testing the strength of groan- 
ing bulkheads. ; 
Only desperate work at the 
pumps kept it afloat until it was 
picked up by patrol vessels and

Rosy Outlook for 
The Duck Hunters 


SPRINGFIELD, fIil., Oct. 14 
(AP).—Heavy rains throughout the 
State have made river and marsh 
conditions ideal for hunters await- 
ing the opening of the duck-shoot- 
ing season next Thursday, Livings- 
ton E. Osborne, conservation direc- 
tor, said yesterday, 

The duck hunnting season in Mis- 
souri also will open Thursday and 
continue through Dec. 14. 

John M. Martin, game manage- 
ment agent of the Federal Fish 
and Wildlife Service, reported that 
about 75,000 ducks already had ar- 
rived in the vicinity of Duck Island, 
Chautauqua refuge and Clear Lake 
in the Havana-Beardstown area of 
the Illinois River Valley. Other 
thousands were observed along the 
river between Peoria and Ottawa, 
Martin said. 

Osborne predicted good hunting 
for those sportsmen who open the 
season this year because the rains 
have improved feeding conditions. 
Shooting hours will be from sun- 
rise to 4 p. m. daily during the 60- 
day season. 

Although most of the regulations 
remain the same as last year, Os- 
borne pointed out a few changes 
that hunters must observe this 
year. Restrictions that formerly 
limited the bag on canvasbacks 
and ruddy ducks to three daily 
have been lifted so that hunters 
are allowed the regular bag of 10 
daily and possession limit of 20. 

Restrictions on buffleheads and 
redheads remain the same as last 
year—three daily and six in pos- 
session. Wood ducks remain pro- 
tected in Illinois. Other protected 
migratory waterfowl are Ross’ 
geese, swan, wood duck and Wil- 
son’s snipe.

Terrorist Gang Set Up. 

Dr. Zinnser first appeared as a 
legation counsel at Buenos Aires 
early in 1940 after an assignment 
in Poland where he had prepared 
the way for Nazi conquest.

Money never was spared. The Ger- 
man Transocean News Agency had 
a monthly expense account of 
$3000 in Argentina, with an in- 
come of $2.50. The long-term ac- 
tivity is indicated in figures for a 
four-year period beginning Janu- 
ary, 1937, during which this agency 
spent $250,000 in Argentina alone, 
$200,000 of which came directly 
from Berlin. In a normal year 
the German Embassy has been 
known to spend $37,720, while its 
disbursements for 1940-41 were 
$1,435,920, 

Dr. Zinnser was the last man to 
speak to Capt. Hans Langsdorff of 
the Graf Spee before he committed 
suicide. It is quite probable that 
he demanded that Capt. Langs- 
dorff kill himself. 

Murder is high on the list of 
Dr. Zinnser’s tactics.

She’s kept running sometimes 
on only one leg—a darn fine trib- 
ute to British workmanship and 
the men who man her. 


Deadly in World War. 


Laid down 26 years ago as a spe- 
cial cruiser, the Furious played a 
deadly part in the World War by 
destroying the Zeppelin works at 
Tonden, later was converted into 
an aircraft carrier, and is living 
up to her name in the present con- 
flict while sister ships Glorious 
and Courageous havé gone down. 


Since taking up her war station 
in 1939, the 24,000-ton battle wagon 
with 33 aircraft has steamed 130,- 
000 miles from the Equator to 
within a few hundred miles of the 
North Pole—from east of Suez to 
Philadelphia. Talbot considers 
that “a marvelous distance for an 
old ship like this to cover.” 

“The Furious,” said Talbot,.“took 
on the whole German air force in 
the Norwegian campaign while 
protecting tropps operating there 
until the Glorious was brought up 


to assist. At that time she 
launched the first large scale 
aerial torpedo attack in history. 
Bombed incessantly, she beat off 
all attacks, her guns firing hun- 
dreds of rounds until they got so 
hot they had to cease.” 


Carries Bombs and Gold. 


Temporary repairs sent the 
Furious back to her hunting 
grounds off Norway in June of 
1940,. Later the Furious carried 
$100,000,000 in gold to Halifax and 
returned for a load of* American 
aircraft, bombs and other warlike 
stores. The ship has covered 60,- 
000 miles on operations of “ever 
increasing importance” the past 
10 months, says Talbot, but-all are 
military secrets except for North 
Russian attacks with the Victori- 
ous to provide relief for the much 
harassed Soviet ally.

Interruption by the quick-witted 
speaker of another country’s broad- 
casts originated with the Russians. 
Their speaker, who constantly in- 
terrupts the Deutschland sender’s 
programs, has come to be known 
as “Ivan the Terrible.” He always 
has an answer ready and jumps 
in between sentences with pungent 
and pertinent ‘remarks, 

After many weeks of this irri- 
tating form of warfare the Ger- 
mans have apparently decided to 
try it on Britain. “Fritz’s” voice 
was first heard on the home serv- 
ice program, interrupting “Wom- 
en at War” at 8:15 o'clock last 
night.

Urges British Attack on Continent. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

DO not profess to be a military ex- 

pert, but I do know that the resist- 
ance shown by the Red army more than 
proves its ability in the field. I never 
believed Russia would succumb as easily 
as was prophesied when Germany be- 
gan its invasion. 

In my opinion, Russia continually pre- 
pared herself militarily since the revolu- 
tion. It follows that she was capable of 
a mighty military effort, whether of ag- 
gression or defense. Her war with Fin- 
land in 1939, and her defense against 
Germany, bear out my contention. 

I am not endeavoring to take the side 
of Communist Russia in any of her wars, 
but 1 do know that anyone who fights 
against Hitler should be aided to the full- 
est extent by the industrial forces of this 
country. This is the time for action, not 
words, 

The attitude of England is amazing. 
Since Germany must muster a tremen- 
dous force in the East to carry her 
plans of invasion to a successful culmina- 
tion, it is reasonable to assume that she 
must weaken her Western front. 

England has been preparing her de- 
fenses frantically since Dunkerque. The 
United States has ever been increasing 
the flow of materials to the British. To- 
day the R. A. F. is winging almost at 
will over Germany or German-held terri- 
tory. Surely the R. A. F. can gain con- 
trol over the channel, and any specif- 
ically designated point of continental 
Europe, so that invasion forces can be 
launched by England. With the Luft- 
waffe occupied in the East, I can see no 
reason why this air supremacy cannot be 
attained by the R. A. F. 

The British, after all this time, cer- 
tainly should be able to launch a military 
drive. Imagine the effect this would 
have! An invasion by the British would 
immediately relieve the pressure on Rus- 
sia, and I think the armored troops of 
England, aided by the oppressed of Eu- 
rope, could fight their way to Berlin. 

Yet the days go by. Russia is fighting 
desperately. But what about England? 
Why doesn’t she move? 

What if Russia collapses? Hitler will 
be able to face England without the fear 
of an attack from the rear.

What Lincoln Might Say.

The United States fought a bloody 
Civil War and the side of justice and 
freedom won, issue then was clear- 
ly understood by the American people. 
For not only was slavery abolished, but 
the principle of American unity among 


who at any time has been a member of the Com- 
munist party is subject to deportation, is having the 
effect of opening up old cases — cases presumably 
closed. 

Joseph George Strecker’s case is in point, Strecker 
is the Hot Springs (Ark.) restaurant proprietor 
whose case was decided on a limited point by the 
Supreme Court two and a half years ago, Born in 
Austria, he came to the United States in 1912. He 
worked as a laborer for seven years and then went 
into business. In 1933, so he explains, he attended a 
Communist meeting, at which he donated 60 cents. 
This paid “dues” and brought him a “membership” 
card, | 

On the strength of that, the Federal Government 
asked for his deportation when he sought his citizen- 
ship papers. Strecker’s defense was that he was no 
Communist, and had not been, in his 25 years in 
this country; that on the contrary he was “a small- 
scale capitalist” who believed in democracy. The 
New Orleans Circuit Court of Appeals ruled that 
Communist party membership did not commit a 
person to advocacy of violent overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment and so did not make deportation mandatory. 
The Supreme Court’s decision was in Strecker’s 
favor, but on a narrow basis, Written by Justice 
Roberts, and opposed only by Justices Butler and 
McReynolds, it found merely that past membership 
was no ground for deportation and stopped there. 
What the ruling would have been had Strecker de- 
clared himself still a “member” was not intimated. 
But that did not close the Strecker case, This 56- 
year-old man was rearrested this year under the 
1940 Alien Act and now is subject to a new deporta- 
tion hearing “at an indefinite date.” 

The case of Harry Bridges, of course, is the most 
famous in this vexatious group. As the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican said the other day, it now 
“threatens. to become historic.” 

The Federal Government contends that Bridges 
is a Communist. Bridges denies that he is or ever 
was. One special inspector, Dean Landis of the 
Harvard University Law School, found that Bridges 
had not become “affiliated” with the Communist 
party within the legal meaning of the word. An- 
other, Judge Charles B. Sears of New York, now finds 
that the West Coast CIO leader has been a Com- 
munist if he is not still one, and so recommends that 
he be deported to his native Australia. 

The 1940 Alien Act under which the Strecker case 
hag been reopened and which is responsible for the 
new activity in the Bridges case is clearly an ex post 
facto law in so far as it attempts to go back into the 
years for past Communist affiliation as the basis for 
deportation. And the Constitution, from the very 
beginning of our Republic, has enjoined Congress: 
“No... ex post facto law shall be passed.” 

This retroactive provision is unconstitutional and 
unsound. It says in effect that a person cannot make 
the mistake of Communist affiliation and correct it. 
It continues to punish the alien who renounces mem- 
bership in all sincerity when he finds that Com- 
munism does not deserve his allegiance. This pro- 
vision virtually says that the Federal Government 
regrets that it cannot deport all native-born Ameri- 
cans who have at some time given an interested ear 
to Communism. 

The Schneiderman case, however, does not hang 
on the question of the validity of the ex post facto 
provision of the 1940 Alien Act. The broader issue 
is at stake here. Schneiderman, a native of Russia, 
makes no effort to conceal his Communist affiliation. 
He is his party’s secretary in California. But he 
also has lived in the United States since 1908, when 
he was brought here -at the age of 3, and he has 
been a naturalized citizen since 1927. Cancelation 
of his citizenship by the Federal District Court in. 
San Francisco last year upset a status which he had 
enjoyed for 13 years. 3 

While the Supreme Court is often justified in re- 
stricting its rulings to narrow points, as it did in 
the Strecker case, it seems obvious that the time has 
come when a broad ruling on these deportation cases 
is needed, 
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PENSACOLA’S SAD EXPERIENCE. 

Commenting on a recent Post-Dispatch editorial 
noting the wide variance in milk prices over the 
country, the Pensacola (Fla.) Journal presents some 
interesting information about its own city’s experi- 
ence. The State Milk Board recently approved anh 
increase in Pensacola from 15 to 17 cents a quart, 
making its rate among the highest in the United 
States. Dairymen had called for the increase be- 
cause, they said, prices of feed, labor and other fac- 
tors had gone up. At the same time, the demand for 
pasteurized milk had shot sharply upward. “Whether 
a rise of 2 cents was justified may be debatable,” the 
Journal says, and then adds: 

Like most public hearings on stich questions, 
there was no one to represent the public, the 
consumer's side was undeveloped and those who 
must pay for the rise lost by default. 

In St. Louis, of course, the increase of 2 cents 
within two months was imposed by the dairies with- 
out public hearings. The Pensacola comments em- 
phasizes the need for consumers to be on the alert, 
for organizations which will go to the front vigor- 
ously in defense of the public’s interests. It was 
largely because of their activity here that the Fed- 
eral milk-price investigation was launched, 
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NEW CHANCE FOR ESCAPISTS. } 

We suggested recently that those who would 
escape from the troubles of this mad world might 
find refuge on Devil’s Tower, that virtually unscal- 
able mountain in Wyoming, recently explored by a 
parachutist on a bet.

But now that things are booming for the 
farmer, and he is being asked by the Government to 
accept some sort of’ limit on this “fool’s gold” pros- 
perity, Bankhead and the rest of the farm bloc are 
on the other side of the fence, 

Now that the “ever-normal granary” is beginning 
to be a real asset, they don’t want us to touch it. 
Ignoring the evidence of the corner grocery store, 
they tell us there can’t be any inflation in farm 
prices. Inflation, they say, can come only with 
scarcity. This little gem, we suppose, will become 
their classic argument against dipping into Govern- 
ment-owned surpluses, | -¢ 

It may be of interest to these men to know that 


the Agricultural Department Committee of the. 


United States *Chamber of’ Commerce has come 
indirectly to their support. It recommends that, 
since the fixing of farm prices would be a restriction 
on individual freedom and initiative, things had 
better be left to “freely operating market agencies.” 
It adds the hope that, if farm prices must be fixed, 
the method of control be “such as will insure to 
agriculture economic equality with labor and in- 
dustry.” 

Well and good, but if the farm bloc succeeds in its 
efforts to keep a ceiling off the prices of the produce 
of field and vine, it is going to hand an almost un- 
assailable argument to those industrialists and labor 
leaders who would rather try to pull the pie out of 
the sky than co-operate in an effort to stem inflation. 

Of course, the people of the United States, all of 
them, will then get it in the neck. But we, the 
people, apparently are no concern of the Cotton 
Senators. 

Meanwhile, Hitler, as he surveys the prospect of 
our economy going haywire, must be saying to him- 
self: “It is to laugh.” 
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INSURANCE CASE IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

The Supreme Court of the United States yesterday 
handed down two more decisions in the long and 
sordid story of the Missouri fire insurance com- 
promise. In refusing reviews in the two cases 
appealed, the Supreme Court in one instance acted 
to uphold the dignity and honor of the. Federal 
courts; in the other, to uphold the rights of the 
public. 

Tom Pendergast, former Democratic boss of Kan- 
sas City, and R, E. O’Malley, former State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, were found guilty of contempt 
because they had a part in representing to the three- 
Judge Federal Court that the insurance settlement 
had been reached by. honest means, whereupon the 
court approved it. When it became known that 
bribery and corruption had been employed to reach 
the settlement, the court imposed prison sentences 
for contempt. The Supreme Court, denying the two 
men’s appeal, emphasizes what a grave offense it is 
to tamper with the Federal judiciary, 

The insurance companies whose agent gave the 
bribes that baught the compromise had the astonish- 
ing effrontery to claim 80 per cent of the $10,000,000 
in excess premiums, even after the conspiracy was 
disclosed. The Kansas City court ruled that the 
entire amount should be repaid to the policyholders, 
that the companies had no right to “enjoy any fruits 
from the decree obtained by fraud.” The Supreme 
Court, by dismissing the appeal, showed its disin- 
clination to upset so sensible a ruling. 
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THEY’RE PLAYING WITH TNT. 

There are two points at which the public long 
ago began its long-standing patience with labor. One 
of these is jurisdictional strikes; the other, defense 
strikes. The average citizen remains a strong sup- 
porter of legitimate rights and fair play for labor, 
but the national defense program comes ahead of 
anyone’s private interests, dnd the endless jurisdic- 
tional rows, fights over which union shall collect 
which men’s dues, are a chronic pain, 

When one and the same strike includes both 
these objectionable features, when it is a jurisdic- 
tional strike on a defense project, then its potentiali- 
ties for injuring the cause of labor are tremendous. 
Just such a strike ig now in progress: the walkout 
of 45 AFL machinists at the $35,000,000 Weldon 
Spring TNT plant, in a jurisdictional dispute as to 
whether 22 garage mechanics at the plant should 
be affiliated with the machinists or with the hoisting 
engineers, 

What this comes down to is a quarrel between 
Buck .Newell, ezar of the hoisting engineers, and 
Lloyd Weber, business engineer of the machinists. 
Newell is attempting to raid Weber's union, and most 
of the mechanics have paid the extravagantly high 


‘fee of $127 to be initiated into the hoisting engineers. 


Weber is fighting back by not only calling out the 
45 machinists at Weldon Spring, but threatening a 
general strike of this area's 7000 machinists, of whom 
about 80 per cent are working on defense contracts. 

There ig more TNT in this situation than the 
variety to be made by the plant. The men responsi- 
ble for this strike are manufacturing another kind, 
a high explosive that is likely to go off and dam- 
age not only them and their followers but labor 
unions all over the country. The racketeering exac- 
tions of Buck Newell have already been cited by 
a labor-baiter in Congress as a good reason for 
drastically curbing all unions. | a

Whether we shall be forced into war and 
what the outcome will be will depend, in 
my humble opinion, on the spirit, the unity 
and the determination of our people to un- 
derstand and to meet this crisis before an 
avalanche of hostile military might moves 
to. overwhelm us. 

Free discussion and the American tradi- 
tion of open town-hall meetings are essen- 
tial in our democratic system. But in- 
evitably the time arrives when action must 
be substituted for argument or the cause 
will be lost. 

Isolation, intervention, fear of the domi- 
nance of German military might—all these 
topics of national discussion today only beg 
the question, To be preoccupied with end- 
less debate on such topics results in dis- 
tracting us from the real issue. 

As I see this issue, we are faced with the 
necessity of answering simple questions: 
Will we unite to ~preserve our freedom? 
Will we curtail personal comfort today 
to insure personal privileges in the future? 
Will we make sacrifices, and will we drive 
forward as a united team to create superior 
military force? And finally, will we fight 
in these forces when and where the need 
arises? 

I am convinced that when foreign Powers 
are made to realize by our action as well 
as by our words that this nation is united 
and determined to accomplish these objec- 
tives, then the dangers of war will lessen 
and more favorable results will be assumed. 
Force, and superior force only, will save us 
in this national crisis, 

We in the atmed service symbolize to the 
nation nationa} unity.

America has the resources to meet the 
crisis which faces us today.

error today. I am convinced that in time 
we shall secure all the equipment we and 
our associates shall need. 

Notwithstanding current reports, the na- 
tion should be reassured that our armed 
forces know the problems facing America 
and have a fundamental spirit which will 
overcome all difficulties as a whole. The 
officers and enlisted men of the army 
appreciate and understand the crystal-clear 
picture and analysis made by Secretary of 
War Stimson in his recent broadcast. 

They not only understand his analysis but 
will follow his guidance. And in this same 
spirit, the men in the ranks are convinced 
that their fellow-citizens in the civilian army 
are ready to accept personal sacrifices to 
insure the continuous production of ade- 
quate armament to equip us for any 
emergency. 

We recognize that the American public 
has the right to know what we are doing.

In the background of this unit develop- 
ment has been the ultimate objective of a 
First Army team wherein all subordinate 
groups are combined in spirit and in ef- 
ficiency into a battle team of first magni- 
tude. 

Fellowship, pride of organization, loyalty 
and spirit of success are essential attributes 
to all efficient military commands. They 
carry indivi and units to great heights 
of endeavor through untold hardships, 
even to the supreme sacrifice. 

They spell success in battle. You have 
such qualities, and like our predecessor, the 
Firgt Army of St, Mihiel and the Meuse- 
Argonne battles, will meet the demands of 
the nation with success and unflinchingly. 

Let us now turn our minds and efforts to 
this two months of training and do our best 
to prepare ourselves to secure our nation 
with iciency and in the spirit of our 
Revolutionary forebears who won distinc- 
tion in these parts.

The unanimous action of the con- 
ference, composed of 41 leading 
colleges from Maryland to Texas, 
followed the appearance Sunday 
of a Georgia delegation including 
Talmadge which defended the 
State Board of Regents’ decision 
several months ago not to renew. 
Cocking’s contract. A revamped 
Board of Regents and Talmadge 
charged the educator with advocat- 
ing racial co-education. 

In an adopted resolution, the 
conference committee asserted 
that “not only was Dean Cocking 
dismissed without due notice and 
without just cause, but by a Board 
of Regents at the direction of the 
Governor and by a Board of Re- 
gents reconstructed for the purpose 
of securing that dismissal even 
against the recommendation of the 
president of the University of 
Georgia and the chancellor of the 
university system.” | 

Talmadge, informed of the con- 
ference’ committee’s action, said 
“no outside influence in the 
United States or on the face of 
the earth can discredit the Uni- 
versity of Georgia.” He asserted 
he believed “the majority of those 
voting to discredit the University 
of Georgia are in favor of co- 
education of the blacks and the 
whites.” 

The Southern University Confer- 
ence, organized in Atlanta in 
1935 to promote excellence in 
scholarship in the graduate field 
and in the upper classes of under- 
graduate work, has power only to 
drop the university from its list. 
Vice-Chancellor Alexander Guerry 
of the University of the South, who 
headed the investigating commit- 
tee, also is a member of a group 
appointed by the Southern Associa- 
tion of College and Secondary 
Schools to study charges of po- 
litical interference in the Georgia 
State education system.

The three members appointed 
are Eugene D. Ruth. Jr Repub- 
lican, of University City, for a 
three-year term; Byron T. Shutz, 
Democrat, of Kansas City, for a 
two-year term, and Rolla E, Steph- 
ens, Republican, of Joplin, for a 
one-year term. After these terms 
expire, appointments will be = for 
three-year terms. 

Ruth, former Mayor of Univer- 
sity City, and Shutz are past presi- 
dents of the Missouri Real Estate 
Association and Stephens now is 
president of that association. 

The commission will elect its 
chairman and select a secretary. 


While the act provides for sup- 
port of the commission from the 
fees it collects, Gov. Donnell said 
there was a question as to whether 
the Legislature had made the 
proper provision for appropriations 
for this biennial period. He said 
there had been some discussion of 
private financing of the commis- 
sion’s work until an appropriation 
is made by the next Legislature. 


The act requires all rea] estate 
brokers and salesmen to be 
licensed by the commission after 
Jan, 1, 1942. Brokers’ license fees 
are $5 a year and the fee for sales- 
men $2.50 a year. The act’ pre- 
scribes qualifications for applicants 
for licenses, gives the board 
authority to investigate complaints 
and power to suspend or revoke’ 
licenses, after a hearing, for im- 
proper business conduct.

F. traits aré unusually high 

priced, they are still a good 
sound investment in good health. 
The vitamin C present in all citrus 
fruits, and in tomatoes too, in 
such abundant quantity, is neces- 
sary for building and maintaining 
good teeth. If every American 


home had come to regard the 


morning’ glass of orange juice, the 
breakfast grapefruit, the before- 
dinner tomato juice cocktail, or the 
tomato salad, as a necessity rather 
than a pleasant luxury—then few- 
er American boys would be turned 
down by army medical examiners 
for poor teeth. 

Besides vitamin C, citrus’ fruits 


have a great alkalizing influence. 


Though they are acid foods, they 
leave an alkaline residue in *the 
body, and this is important to gen- 
eral good health. A thoroughly 
alkaline system is so much more 
resistant to colds and- similar in- 
fections that lemon and orange 
juice have come to be regarded 
as specific “medicine” for colds. 
When the cold strikes, you can 
fight it by building up you alka- 
line reserve. But if you kept your 
dikaline reserve high all through 
the cold season, the chances are 


you could misg that cold entirely, 


if other conditions of nutrition and 
health were good. 


All fruits and vegetables, with 


one or two exceptions (cranberries 
and prunes), have this alkalizing 


effect. All have some vitamin C. 


But citrus fruits and tomatoes are.

But oftentimes the canning 
factories have an advantage over 
housewives in that the vegetables 
they have to can are absolutely 
fresh, having been rushed to the 
plant from the farms. In this 
quick transit there is often less 
yitamin loss, 


And again, modern methods in 
canning cook the vegetables and 
fruits so quickly and seal them 
so soon after cooking the loss of 
vitamins is negligible. 


Laboratory tests show that 
canned foods offer in general as 
high a content of vitamins. as 
fresh vegetables bought at your 
local markets, and In some cases 
they contain an even higher con- 
tent. : 


Vitamin. A is retained about 
equally in both canned and fresh 
foods, Vi ins B-1 and C com- 
pare fayomMbly. But here again, 
as in cooking fresh vegetables, 
be sure to. save the juices and the 
water in which the canned vege- 
tables have been cooked. For 
therein remains a big percentage 
vitamins, and to throw 
it away means to lose this dm- 
portant part of the foodstuffs. 

Here are a few examples of 
fresh and canned foods and their 
comparative vitamin values. Six 
ounces of fresh grapefruit or 
canned have the same amount of 
B-1 and C vitamins. Neither has 
any A. Canned and fresh Brussels 


sprouts have the same amou 
of Vitamins A, B-l and only 
slight difference in C. Car 
spinach has slightly less 

A than fresh spinach, and 
as much Vitamin C and one-fourt 
as’ much of B-1.

Raisin Oatmeal Sticks 
Two-thirds cup fat (part butter); 


one cup dark brown sugar, one

kisses, a characteristic that has 
been accentuated by inbreeding 
over a long period of years. 

The stickiness of molasses kiss- 
es cannot be eradicated. It can 
only be isolated by wrapping each 
kiss in waxed paper. If a kiss is 
to be eaten, the waxed paper must 
be removed, unless you are a goat. 

To remove wax paper the twist- 
ed ends should be untwistéd until 
the paper forms a rough quadrila- 
teral with the kiss firmly embed- 
ded in the middle. Next, the edge 
of the, paper must Be found and 
turned back, exposing the kiss. It 
is then quite a simple matter to 
raise the paper toward the face 
with the kiss midway between the 
nose and the chin and directly in 
front of the mouth, where it may 
be gobbled up much as a pig 
takes food from a trough. 

That is, of course, if the paper 
does not cling to the kiss with 
stolid obstinacy and determination, 
as it usually does. In that case, 
the paper must be removed piece- 
meal, a few strands at a time. 
But, as paper and kiss look mitch 
alike, it fs difficult to distinguish 
between them and to know when 
all the paper has been removed. 

The only sure test is tc save all 
pieces of the paper and patch 
them together like a crossword 
puzzle, If a piece is missing from 
the puzzle, then it must still be on 
the kiss. Otherwise the only alter- 
native is to place the kiss in the 
mouth and start chewing. The 
kiss dissolves at mouth tempera- 
ture, so what does not dissolve
